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Council's grants 
to local groups 

CREWKERNETown Council presented their annual 
grants at the meeting on Monday.

CrewkerneTown Crier David Craner thanked the 
council for his honorarium of £300 which he will 
use towards his expenses as he travels to compe¬ 
titions, representing the town with his Crewkerne 
cry. 

The Crewkerne and District Twinning Association 
were given £150 which vice chairman Diana Dyke 
said will go towards the latest visit by the French 
which is due shortly. 

Vice president of St Margaret's Hospice, Malcolm 
Maxted, thanked the council for their generosity 
in donating £500 which would help those from 
Crewkerne unfortunate enough to need the hos¬ 
pice.

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MP apologises after 
expenses inquiry 


But Labour MP calls for police to investigate 


DAVID Laws, MP for the Yeovil Con¬ 
stituency, has apologised following the in¬ 
quiry into his expenses by the House of 
Commons Committee on Standards and 
Privileges. 

The committee decided that Mr Laws 
broke a number of House of Commons 
rules by paying rent to a partner and mis- 
designating his main home. These breaches 
were described as “serious” and following 
a vote by MPs Mr Laws will be suspended 
from the House of Commons for one week, 
beginning June 7th. 

Following the publishing of the report, 

Mr Laws said: “I accept the conclusions of 
the Parliamentary Commissioner and the House of Com¬ 
mons committee. I apologise for the rules I have broken, 
but I am very pleased indeed that the inquiry concluded 
that my motivation was privacy and not financial gain, and 
that the taxpayer was the beneficiary of my desire to keep 
my private life private. 

“The Commissioner has accepted that my expense claims 
would have been far higher - by some £30,000 over the 
period from 2004 to 2010 - if I had been open about my 
relationship, and had designated London as the home 
where I spent most nights each week. 

“When I resigned from the Cabinet, I promised to pay 
back all my claims from July 2006 to July 2009, after the 
partner rule change, and I have done this even though the 
Commissioner has noted that I would have been entitled 
to claim more money than this based upon my actual cir¬ 
cumstances. 


“The last year has been a very difficult 
one, and I am pleased that this whole in¬ 
quiry is now over. I accept that I was 
wrong to try to keep my private circum¬ 
stances private, and I apologise for this. 
However, I hope that everyone will now 
accept that I did not do this to increase my 
claims, and indeed seeking to keep my life 
private in this way saved the taxpayer 
money. 

“I am very grateful to my constituency 
party in Yeovil, which has stood by me dur¬ 
ing this horrible year of my life. I am also 
particularly grateful to the people of Yeovil 
Constituency, who have overwhelmingly 
treated me with kindness, generosity and understanding. 

“I now intend to get on with my job of being local MP, 
and supporting the Government in its attempts to sort out 
the economic mess and make Britain a freer and fairer 
place in which to live.” 

However Labour MP Thomas Docherty has since made 
a complaint to the Metropolitan Police, asking them to in¬ 
vestigate the expenses. 

Mr Docherty told the BBC that The Met had confirmed 
they would be carrying out an investigation into Mr Laws 
in the light of the complaint that he made and the evidence 
they had received from the parliamentary standards com¬ 
missioner's inquiry published last week. 

A Liberal Democrat spokesman replied that it was com¬ 
pletely natural for the police to investigate any complaint 
that they had received but continued: “As they've looked 
at it before we don't expect anything to come of it, but we 
will await the police's response.” 



Help for young people to 
create their own projects 


OVER 100 young people from across South Somerset 
gathered in one place this week to mastermind dozens 
of new projects in their communities. 

The unique event, which was organised by South 
Somerset District Council, saw the youngsters create 
plans for a new youth cafe in Chard, discos in Stoke 
sub Hamdon, a community garden in Martock, a sum¬ 
mer camp in Ilchester and a community play space in 
Milborne Port, amongst others. 

“The idea was to let members of youth groups get to¬ 
gether with the agencies that can give them support 
and advice,” said Jay Lewin, Young People’s Officer 
at South Somerset District Council. 

The groups attended workshops on team skills, how 
to apply for funding, activities and how to organise 
events for any generation or age. 

They received help in developing their project ideas 
and were given goody bags with useful information in¬ 
cluding funding application forms from sources such 
as the Yarlington Housing Community Fund. 

Young people in Mar¬ 
tock formulated a project 
to transform a currently 
concreted area into a 
community garden, while 
South Petherton Youth 
Council decided to carry 
out a “Youth Inclusion 
not Exclusion” survey to 
find out from young peo¬ 
ple directly what they 
would like to see in terms 
of youth involvement and 
provision for young peo¬ 
ple. 

Ms Lewin added: 

“These young people 
have some incredibly 
fresh ideas and everyone 
was impressed by just 
how much was achieved 
on the night. Young peo¬ 


ple are at least 25 per cent of any community, and this 
event gave them a voice and the support to lead a project 
within their village or town, which will enhance their 
value within their communities. 

“The district council in partnership with all of the 
other youth agencies wants to help communities help 
themselves. By motivating the young people and show¬ 
ing that there’s support available then we can really kick 
start a lot of action. 

“We’ve called it ‘Big up, big society’ and we will be 
monitoring their progress as they go along.” 

Youth groups attending were: Chard, South Petherton 
Youth Council, Barwick, Stoke Sub Hamdon, Martock, 
Bruton, Milborne Port, Active Learning and Skills, 
(covering South Petherton, Chard, Crewkerne and 
Ilminster), Young Volunteers in Service, Keinton Man- 
deville Youth Council and Raising Youth Game mental 
health group from Yeovil.

AMONG one of her last duties as the Mayor of Chard, 
Councillor Jill Shortland cut the ribbon at the official re¬ 
opening of the Kingfisher Pool at Cresta Leisure Centre 
after a £100,000 refit. Improvements by Taunton based 
company CS Williams Limited, include new changing 
rooms, and reception area as well as the installation of 
energy efficient lighting in the pool hall. 

Councillor Shortland said: “For the people of Chard, 
this pool is invaluable, we have some wonderful swim¬ 
ming groups here and I have had the pleasure of present¬ 
ing many awards to many fantastic small children who 
started competitive swimming here and continue as they 
grow up. I have been involved with the pool throughout 
my 20 years as a councillor including to keep fit after the 
birth of my children. 

I would like to say a big thank you to those who have 
funded this, in a place like Chard it is a huge amount of 
money and to be able to do a refurbishment at a time of 
cuts is an achievement. However, we do need a new pool 
and we mustn’t lose sight of that as an ambition for our 
children.” 

The work was done in six weeks at the pool which is 
managed by the not for profit trust Somerset Leisure and 
half of the money for the refit was provided by the Am¬ 
ateur Swimming Association. 

Leisure centre services manager at Cresta, Richard 
Blythe, said: “The pool at Cresta has played a pivotal role 
in the life of the community during the past 25 years. 
People have enjoyed using the pool, including the Som¬ 
erset born swimmer and Commonwealth Games Gold 
medallist Matt Clay who was a member of the local 
swimming club here. Now everyone from babies to pen¬ 
sioners will be able to enjoy the fantastic new facilities.” 

Nick Lovett representing Somerset Leisure, said: “The 
commitment of the staff here is wonderful. We have 
made the best use of the £100,000 thanks to the excellent 
part funding by the ASA. We are delighted that CS 
Williams pulled it all together so quickly and I gather the 
staff were involved with painting the outside and cutting 
the hedge back so it was a real team effort.”

Utan rescue project in the midst of the rainforest and 
has been undergoing rigorous fitness training and raising 
funds for the charity in order to secure a place. 

Thanks to sponsorship by the partners and other local 
businesses and individuals, Anne raised £400 for run¬ 
ning the first ever Yeovil half marathon. Her mother 
raised £800 by holding a name the duck competition and 
a bring and buy stall.

She was expecting to have to do more fundraising 
through the summer including at the Kingfisher dog

Then we take a boat to an island 
for four days where we will be taught how to look for 
the Orang Utan and identify their nests and poo and if 
we see them to make notes about what they are doing. 
Then we will dig up saplings and take them for replant¬ 
ing. It is great to think that in 20 years’ time, there will 
be an Orang climbing up a tree I have planted!”

Born and brought on a farm up just over the border in Dorset, she now lives 
on a smallholding at Winsham, raising Dexter cattle, sheep and chickens while 
running the business she started with her husband Mark. 

Vicky went to college in Yeovil aiming for sciences and environmental or vet¬ 
erinary work, but followed her aptitude for art and took a City and Guilds in 
fashion design at Exeter. She began her career by dressmaking at home then 
she met Mark and they started the business in 1996, which has grown to sup¬ 
plying home furnishings, curtains and blinds and all the accessories. 

With a waste not want not attitude, Vicky uses up the scrap material to make 
decorative lined shopping bags which she plans to launch on the internet, when 
Mark has time to show her how, as she is a bit if a technophobe! 


• WAS sewing in your family? 

Yes, it's definitely in my blood, my 
grandfather on my mum's side was 
from a family of drapers and my grand¬ 
mother's side were tailors in the Mid¬ 
lands. My father's side, the Coles, were 
farmers and I have, so far, traced them 
back to 1756.1 like genealogy too. 

• HOW do you balance the town 
business and your smallholding? 

I get up and see to the horses, sheep 
and chickens which is an early morning 
task, then I get our daughter ready for 
school.Then in the evening, about 9pm 
after she has gone to bed, I see to the 
animals for the night. It's better than sit¬ 
ting and watching telly. People think I'm 
strange because I don't watch the 
soaps. I've got better things to do. 

• DO you have any other strings to 
your bow? 

I can do water divining, I just need 
someone to teach me how much and 
how deep. 

I use my wedding ring on a chain to tell 
when the sheep are pregnant and I pre¬ 
dicted my own daughter. With the ani¬ 
mals of course it can be mixed sexes, 
the ring swings in an oval then. It goes 
in a circle for a female and back and 
forth for a male. 

• IF you had time just for you what 
would you do? 

I love to paint in watercolours so if 
someone said take time off, I would go 
and sit on top of Exmoor and get paint¬ 
ing. 

• WHAT about riding? 

I used to ride to hounds, side saddle 
and I have a 16-year-old thoroughbred 
that I bred myself which I am only just 
getting back in to riding. I learned side 
saddle on my Shetland pony first from 
Linda Timms from Holditch and later 
from Granny Skelton, the top lady in the 
Side Saddle Association. I still have my 
saddles and I hope my daughter will 
learn as she gets more confident. 

• WHAT do you like most about liv¬ 
ing in this area? 

It's beautiful here, especially the coast¬ 
line. We went to Lulworth Cove last Oc¬ 
tober and I thought why would you 
need to go anywhere else? If you want 
a bit of the high life it's easy to pop up 
to Bristol or London - we went to see a 
couple of shows in Bristol for my hus¬ 
band's 40th.People come to our house 
and love to look out the back window. 
It's a view that money can't buy, right 
across the Axe valley. 


• ARE you doing anything to im¬ 
prove things? 

We have been planting beech trees 
which I am very excited about, espe¬ 
cially copper beech and I keep finding 
oak trees in the veg patch and moving 
them elsewhere. 

• IS there anything you haven't 
done but would like to? 

We both do wood turning. I did it at 
school then took a two-day course at 
Axminster Tools when I was feeling very 
sick and pregnant. Mum bought me a 
lathe and hubby paid for the course, 
and then I taught him. Now he makes 
clocks. I would like to turn a green thin 
walled bowl in oak or beech, so when it 
dries out it cracks and twists. We have a 
big oak down that is about 20 years old, 
we want to get someone in to plank it 
then make a refectory table but I want 
to give it turned legs, which is not tradi¬ 
tional. 

• DID you make your own wedding 
dress? 

Yes, I designed it myself, cut it out on 
theTuesday for our wedding on the Sat¬ 
urday and it cost me about £50,1 used 
eight metres of silk that I already had 
from college. The most expensive part 
was the lining that I had to buy. 

• YOU had a bit of a drama on your 
wedding didn't you? 

Dad and I were members of the Na¬ 
tional Sweet Pea Society and showed 
together.The week before the wedding 
all our sweet peas were vandalised but 
someone else had been growing them 
for the wedding too, which I didn't re¬ 
alise and we ended up with more than 
we started with. Sweet pea people are all 
so lovely. I am not growing them at the 
moment -1 only grow things we can eat. 

• DO you like cooking? 

I love my AGA and cry when it has to be 
switched off because it is too warm. We 
have our own beef and lamb so I like 
cooking traditional roasts ad I like bak¬ 
ing, I also have one of those microwave 
combo ovens and I'm getting quite 
good at making cakes in it. 

• ANY wild ambitions? 

When my daughter is old enough and 
has her confidence on horseback, I 
would love to ride with her through the 
Rockies and North Dakota. I'd also like 
to do the Indiana Jones trail through 
Petra. Ever since I saw the movie when 
it first came out I've wanted to do that, 
I didn't realise places like that really ex¬ 
isted.

The production car's 
design, shown in this- 
first official image, has 
deviated very little from 
the Geneva concept, il¬ 
lustrating design-chief, 
Mark Adams' continued 
influence on the look of 
all new Vauxhall prod¬ 
ucts, and reinforcing his 
'Sculptural artistry 
meets technical preci¬ 
sion'mantra. 

While the Zafira Tourer 
will continue to use 
Flex7 seating, which set 


new standards for 
seven-seat integration 
in the original 1999 
Zafira, the system has 
evolved radically in the 
new car to offer even 
greater levels of flexibil¬ 
ity, innovation and com¬ 
fort. Improved material 
quality, more cabin 
space and an over¬ 
whelmingly airy cabin 
further define the Zafira 
Tourer from its compact 
MPV Zafira sibling. 

The Zafira Tourer will 
also hold great driver 
appeal. A new chassis, 
using key components 
from the Insignia, with a 
longer wheelbase (com¬ 
plementing its 190mm 
increase in overall 
length) and wider tracks, 
will provide outstanding 
dynamics, while offering 
occupants more cabin 
space and ride comfort. 

Vauxhall's acclaimed 
FlexRide adaptive 
damping system - a rar¬ 
ity in this class - will also 
be available as an op¬ 
tion. 


A great emphasis has 
been placed on safety in 
the Zafira Tourer, with a 
plethora of driver-assist 
systems making a first 
appearance in the new 
model. 

Traffic Sign Recogni¬ 
tion, Side Blind Spot 
Alert and Advance Park 
Assist - which helps 
drivers find an adequate 
parking space and 
guides them in to it - are 
among the option high¬ 
lights. 

Two new engines - a 
1.4 Turbo petrol and a 
2.0 CDTi diesel (with 
three outputs) - join a 
1.8-litre petrol unit to 
offer a spread of power 
options from HOPS to 
165PS. 

The Zafira Tourer will 
receive its world debut 
at this year's Frankfurt 
Motor Show (Septem¬ 
ber 15th-25th). 

Flex7 was a revelation 
when it was launched in 
the original 1999 Zafira, 
offering owners the abil¬ 
ity to transform their car 


from a five- to a seven- 
seater quickly and sim- 
ply. 

While the Zafira Tourer 
retains the basic con¬ 
cept of Flex7, it's made 
significant improve¬ 
ments in the way it func¬ 
tions. 

The Zafira Tourer's load 
volumes have also in¬ 
creased over the exist¬ 
ing Zafira. In five-seat 
mode, the luggage area 
can now hold up to 710 
litres (up 65 litres versus 


current Zafira), and up 
to 1860 litres (+40 litres) 
when all rear seats are 
folded. 

FlexConsole, a central 
storage system running 
between the front seats 
(similar to that found in 
last year's Meriva), al¬ 
lows occupants to keep 
the large cabin tidy and 
ordered. An armrest 
module, incorporating a 
stowage cubby, and a 
cup holder slide and 
lock into the desired po¬ 


sition, giving front pas¬ 
sengers greater flexibil¬ 
ity while they're on the 
move. 

For the first time in a 
Zafira model, a new- 
generation FlexFix is 
also available. 

The integrated bicycle 
carrier neatly fits into 
the rear bumper and 
pulls out like a drawer to 
accommodate two 
bikes, without the need 
for any special fixing 
tools.
